total wages or commissions in the 
case of an employee. In the case 
of a merchant, or other vendür, 
gross income is gross sales less 
cost of sales and even though a net 
loss may be sustairfed during the 
taxable period, a return must be 
filed if the gross income exceeds 
$6,000.00. 

The first condition set forth 
above requires a more extended 
discussion. The specific exemp- 
tions are: married persons (joint) 
$6,000.00 and single individuals, 
$4,000.00. These are annual ex- 
emptions. They are speficic in 
that they are fixed at a certain 
sum. Married persons may divide 
the specific exemption in any 
manner they choose, if separate 
returns are filed. The condition as 
of the last date of the year deter- 
mines the status insofar as these 
exemptions are concerned except 
that the death of a spouse during 
the year will not change the sta- 
tus for that year. 

From and after January 1, 1952,
